MATERNITY  AND  CH  ILD  V/ELFARE  -  A  Clinic  staffed  by  the  Lancashire 
C.C.  is  held  in  Trawden  Ambulance  Hall  fortnightly  on  Tuesday  from 
2-4  p. m.  No  other  Clinics  are  held  in  Trawden,  but  residents  may 
attend  the  following,  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County 
Authorities.
